In 1924, all of Hollywood looked up to Alvin “Shipwreck” Kelly 

(atop pole, left). That’s because a theater owner paid him to sit on 

top of a pole for a long period of time to attract people to the 

movies. Shipwreck wasn’t the first to sit atop a pole for a long 
stretch, though: A fifth-century Syrian holy man spent the last 36 

years of his life preaching from his perch on a pillar. Shipwreck 

didn’t preach, but he did like to yell down and talk to people, and 

he even met his wife while pole-sitting. Shipwreck’s pole-sitting 

record was 49 days in Atlantic City, New Jersey, during which 

time he consumed only liquids. 


Go Fish! 


Goldfish swallowing bowled a lot of people over in the spring of 1939. It started when, 
on a bet, a student at Harvard University downed a live fish. His fishy feat made the 
newspapers, getting people hooked nationwide. Others started swallowing goldfish 

in record numbers—first three, then six, and then as many as 300 fish in one sitting. 
Luckily for the fish, the fad floundered and went belly-up by that summer. |

Cram Course 


College students around the 
country spent much of the spring 
of 1959 cramming, but not for 
exams. They were squeezing 
themselves into telephone booths.
